One needs bu t to stand for a brief 
time at th o marts of trade in cou ntries 
of vu ried degrees of civilization, to 
q u ickly recognize and u nderstand th at 
th e kind of money a cou ntry wiil h ave 
and u se, depends u pon, and will vary 
with , th e extent and variety of its pro­ 
du ctions, th e price of its labor, and th e 
rapidity and magnitu de of its exch anges; 
and investigation will fu rth er inform 
h im th at wh en mankind, savage, semi­ 
civilized, civilized, or enligh tened will 
find ou t by experimentation wh at metal 
or oth er instru mentality th ey will em­ 
ploy; and th at statu te law can do little 
more th an recognize and confirm th e 
fact. 
In tru th , legislation in respect 
j to money, as is th e case in respect to 
oth er th ings, never originates any new 
¡idea; “bu t merely enacts th at th at 
: wh ich lias been fou nd beneficial or 
preju dicial in many cases, sh all be u sed, 
limited, or proh ibited in all similar 
cases with in its ju risdiction.” 
Th u s, in 
all cou ntries wh ere prices are low, 
wages small, transactions limited, and 
exch anges slu ggish , noth ing more valu ­ 
able can bo u sed as money for effecting 
th e groat bu lk of th e exch anges, th an 
copper; and in cou ntries like Mexico 
and Ch ina, even th e copper coin corre­ 
sponding to th e American “cent,” th e 
English “h alf-penny,” and th e French 
“sou ” is often so disproportionate in 
point of valu e to th o wants of retail 
trade, th at in th e former cou ntry it is 
made moro u sefu l by being h alved and 
q u artered, and in th e latter is replaced 
with some even ch eaper metal, as iron, 
or spelter. 
Th e wages in all su ch cou n­ 
tries do not in general exceed twenty 
to twenty-five cents a day, and th e su m j 
of su ch wages, wh en represented in 
money, mu st be capable of division into 
as many parts in order to be exch anged 
for th e many daily necessities of an in- j 
dividu al or a family. 
Ru t with wages 
at *25 cents per day, th o u se of coined 
gold wou ld obviou sly be impracticable. 
Th e eq u ivalent of a day’s labor in gold 
wou ld be too small to be conveniently 
h andled; th e eq u ivalent of an h ou r's 
labor wou ld be smaller th an a pin’s 
h ead. 
And in a lesser degree wou ld be 
th o inc mveu ience of u sing coined silver 
for 
effecting 
th e division of simi­ 
lar small

Th e term “texas,” applied to th e 
h u rricane deck of a steamboat, h ad its 
origin on th e Alississippi in 1845. 
Wh en 
boats were first bu ilt th e pilot h ou se 
was placed on th e h u rricane 
deck. 
Finally, in th e above-mentioned year, 
th e pilot h ou se was placed u p h igh er, 
and u nderneath it was made a room or 
two, with abou t six or eigh t berth s 
in it. 
Wh en a tou gh passenger came on 
board and h ad su fficient money to pay 
h is cabin fare, th e clerk, not wish ing 
to pu t h im among th e cabin passengers, 
gave h im a bu nk in th is little cabin, 
and sometimes it wou ld be filled with 
some of th e worst rou gh s in th o cou n­ 
try. 
Finally th e officers of th e boat, 
owing to th e tou gh ness of th e room, 
ch ristened it Texas, after th e Btate of 
Texas, wh ich at th at time was noted 
for its wild cowboys, robbers, and th e 
like. 
Boats of late years, and especially 
th o largo ones, are bu ilt with a fu ll- 
length texas, wh ich is occu pied by th e 
officers and crow. 
A good story is told of a blu ff old 
river captain and th e great American 
statesman, th e late William H. Beward. 
In th o presi lential campaign of I860 
Beward made a trip u p th e Mississippi 
as far as Bt. Pau l, in th e interest of 
Lincoln. 
He took passage 
for th e 
north west at Bu rlington on one of th o 
finest sidewh eders of th e « lav, and, at 
h is own req u est, was given a berth th e 
first nigh t in th o texas, wh ich h appened 
to be filled with revolvers 
On th e 
following morning, in th e h earing of 
th e Captain, h e sou ndly berated th e 
officers of th e boat to a political friend, 
wh o accompanied h im, for allowing a 
party of dru nken men to infringe u pon 
th e rijglits and destroying th e peace of 
th e rest of th e passengers. 
Th e master of th e boat, wh o did not 
know th at th e speaker was Beward, and 
wou ld not h ave been at all mealy- 
mou th ed if h e h ad, tu rned u pon h im 
and blu ntly told h im th at h e was Cap­ 
tain of th at boat, and th at if h e didn’t 
like th e wav th ings were condu cted on 
it h e mi >ht, go to h —11. 
“Go to h —II, 
sir,*’ replied Seward, with great veh e­ 
mence, 
“J h ave already been th ere, sir. 
I slept in th e texas last nigh t.” 
It is related th at wh en th o Captain 
fou nd ou t wh o h is passenger was, al­ 
th ou gh a stau nch Dou glas man

cleaned th e texas of its noisy gang of 
oeeu p nts and gave it to Beward th e 
remainder of th e trip, and th at th o two 
“made it u p” between th em over a 
bo tie of Kentu cky wh isky and su mo

t h e y k n o w 6NELU3 MURDERER. 


AN AGED MANIAC NEARLY ANNIHI­ 
LATES AN IOWA FAMILY. 


Two Chtldren Cremated, the Father Mad 
and the Mother at the Point of Death— 
The Murderer» « Own Life Ended with a 
Com-Knife—^Convlcted of * Brutal Crime 
—Snell» « Murderer Identified. 


BuaLi^fiTiN, la., Feb. IS.—01! WilliMn 
W'irt, who liveil on a farm twelve mll^ 
north of this place, attempted to kill his 
daughter-in-law Friday morning, and, fall­ 
ing in that, set fire to to his house, burning to 
death bis two infant grandchildren. 
While 
the flames were leaping from the rco* and 
windows of the building tho gray-haired ma­ 
niac cut his throat with a corn-knife, and fell 
dead upon the ground. 
The murderer had 
been moro.se for the past week. 
He arose 
Friday morning about 0 o’clock and sat in 
th(3 kitchen until breakfast bad been pre­ 
pared. 
After the nteal had been eaten William 
Wirt, the old man’.s son, started for a neigh­ 
bor’s house, leaving his wife and the two 
children in the hous?. 
He had scarcely 
passed out of sight when the old man armed 
himself with a cora-knife. 
Entering tho 
kitchen where Mra Wirt was washing (Msbes 
he crept up to tho woman and seizing her by 
the hair, attempted to cut her throat. 
Bho 
screamed and struggled s« violently that, 
after bring slightly wounded, she escaped, 
and w'ent to tho bouss where her husband 
wcs at work and gave the alarm. 
Several 
men, under command of young Wirt, started 
to rescue the cblldrst^- 
Before they could 
reach 
tho house flam« ? were seen burst­ 
ing from every window. 
Facing the res­ 
cuers was old man Wirt. 
He liughed, and 
point» ! to the fire. 
When young Wirt bad 
gone into the burning building in search of 
his children his father drew the blade of the 
knife across his throat and fell dead. 
Re­ 
peated efforts were made to rescue the chil­ 
dren, but the smoke and flames drove the 
searchers back. 
Young 
Wirt has been 
driven crazy by the tragedy, and his wife, 
who is at a neighbor’s house, is lying at the 
point of d e a t h ._________ 


A GUSHY SO RT OF JURY. 


One at Chicago That Didn’t Have tlie 
Courage of It» Convictions. 
CHiPAr.o, Feb. IK—Nov. 21, in a hoir^o at 
422 North Lincoln street, this city, one of the 
mc^t hearties? crimes ever recorded was com­ 
mitted. 
A.ugnst Hotzke, a Bohemian labor­ 
ers, and a widower, whose wife l ad left in 
his charge a son by a former marriage, Max 
Gilman by name, deliberately set to work 
and w'hipjied the boy—who was only ¡1 years 
old—until his body was a mass of blood and 
bruises, from which atrocious treatment ho 
died. 
The boy was shamefully treated at all 
times by Hetzke, and consequently ran away 
from home as often as he got a chance, and 
it was in punishment for this that the whip­ 
ping was done. 
Tho testimony showed that the brute bad 
taken the child to a room, stripped him and 
put in nearly a whole night lashing him with 
a leather strap with a buckle on tho end, 
resting when be was tired and forcing tho 
poor little fellow to pray and repeat the Ten 
Commandments during the intervals of tho 
torture. 
Thirty-six big bruises made by tho 
buckle were counted on the child’s body. 
Hetzke has been on trial for tho past few 
day, and Friday the jury brought in a ver­ 
dict of guilty, fix ing the punishment at 
hanging. 
But supplementing this ri:;hteous 
verdict was tho following tender screed: 
‘ Your Honor, we, the jury, are unable, 
under cur oatli.s, to bring other verdict than 
tho one presented, but commend the prisoner 
to tho mercy of tho court” 
ThLs was addeil with tho idea that the gov­ 
ernor would consider it favorably iu ex or­ 
cising the pardon perogative, as he would 
probably bo |» etitio!ied to do.

final ballot was taken there was not a dry 
eye in the jury room.

OR WHAT A NEW YORK HERAUDMAN 


CALLS THE SAME, ~ 


And Vo uches fo r th e Subet&nt at Co rrect­ 
ness o ff—Co l, M ike Sheridan Vl ases W ro th 
W hen A sia <1 Abo ut L ittle 1 hit’s N ativ ­ 
ity —The Ho use Quits B usiness fo r the 
W eek—Deficiency B ill Passed. 


W ashington City, Feb. 
IS.—Tho New 
Yo rk Herald’s 
co rrespo ndent 
here tele­ 
graphed to his paper Friday night the fo l­ 
lo wing, which he say s is substantially and 
co rrectly the pro v isio ns o f the fishery treaty 
signed tho o ther day at this city by the Can­ 
adian and British co mmissio ners and Secre­ 
tary Bay ari and the o ther American repre­ 
sentativ es: 
W ithin h marin e league from the s h o re - 
three mil*, s —Can ad a is to hav e exclusiv e 
jurisd iction . 
This comprises the so-called 
in shore fisheries. 
The report th at the limit 
has been exten d ed to four miles is in correct. 
It remaius at three miles as origin ally fixed 
by the treaty of 1818. 
The headland questio n is finally dispo sed 
o f. 
It is no t true, as stated in so me papers, 
that when a bsy is mo re than eight miles 
wide the line of demarcatio n is to by drawn 
fro m headland to headland, 
The bay must 
be at least ten miles acro ss. 
Within that 
po int American 
fishermen 
may go , but 
they canno t fUh, 
In all o ther cases the three 
mil? limit is to fo llo w the co nto ur o f the 
sho re line. 
An internatio nal surv of o f 
the limit is pro v ided fo r. 
All parties are to 
be equally represented, and thus the co mmo n 
and the ex clusiv ely Canadian waters will be 
clearly defined fo r the first time, and here­ 
after there can be no co ntro v ersy as to what 
waters Americans may fish in. 
The Ameri­ 
can fishermeu hav e no t co ntended fo r the 
priv ilege of fishing near sho re, tho se fisheries 
Sav ing lo st their c.mm8 rcial v alue. 
Our 
o wn iiisho rc fisheries are no w superio r, while 
the Canadian fish take to the deep water. In 
caae o f stress o f weather, o ur v essels may go 
any where they see fit, and take shelter in the 
nearest Canadian harbo r. 
By the term s of the treaty 
tho Un ited 
States specifically con ced es to Can ad a the 
rig h t to exclu la us from buyin g bait in an y 
of her ports. 
There is n o pen alty attached if 
an y Can ad ian s should sell our fishermen hair. 
But un d er tho treaty stipulation s Am erican 
fishermen will n ot be supposed to buy an y 
Can ad ian Fait. 
Secretary Bayard an d his 
colleagues yield ed this at a stage of the pro­ 
ceed in g as a con cession prod uctiv e of good 
feelin g an d results. 
U n d er the terms of the 
treaty our fishermen m ay go in to an y an d all 
Can ad ian ports for all other supples except 
bffit, an d to ship an d tran ship tn e catch to 
Am erican m arkets in bon d . 
Of course the 
custom ary ton n age tax will hav e to be paid . 
To establish the fact that Can ad a has a 
right to d etermin e what v essels an d un d er 
w hat regulation s they shall en ter her ports, 
the Can ad ian min ister con ten d ed that these 
v essels should first obtain a licen se, but this 
is simply an “O. K. licen se.” 
It is prov id ed 
th at n o charge or fee shall bo exacted for 
these 
licen ses. 
They 
will 
merely 
be 
in 
the 
foam 
of 
the 
Can a­ 
d ian 
authorities 
approv in g or 
writin g 
“O. K. ”on American customs officers’ permits 
to touch an d trad e in Can ad a. 
For three 
years this ad m in istration hf-s l>een tryin g to 
hav e this arran gem en t put in to force, but tha 
Can ad ian authorities hav e always ign ored 
this, an d v essels th at touched an d trad ed un ­ 
d er this licen se hav e been seized by them. 
There is a reciprocal or retaliatory clause 
in the treaty. 
It prov id es th at Can ad ian 
fishermen shall hav e ev ery priv ilege in our 
our ports th at American s hav e in theirs, an d 
n o other« . 
Thus, for in stan ce, un d er a strict 
con struction of the treaty Can ad ian fisher­ 
meu would n o lon ger be able to buy bait in 
Portlan d . 
It is also prov id ed as a con cession 
to Can ad a that the ad m in istration will striv e 
to securo con gression al action for the freo 
en try or full in terchan ge of salt, coal an d 
lumber from the Domin ion , l*ut this is n ot a 
requisite to the perfection of the treaty.

The mobilized strength of France is set 
down at 2,051,458 troops, exclusive of 
the territorial army, which is equally 
large; that of Russia at 1,9 22,405; 
Germany, 
1,49 3,69 0, 
and 
Austria- 
Hungary, 
1,035,9 55. 
The 
military 
strength 
of 
Italy 
has 
now 
at­ 
tained proportions that would have 
been deemed incredible ten years ago. 
Including militia it is a lleged to amount 
to 2,387,332 men. 
If, however, a simi­ 
lar inclusion be made in the case of 
Russia, the military strength of that 
power will probably be found to ex­ 
ceed even that of the French Republic. 
Compared with these figures the nu­ 
merical proportions 
of the 
British 
army ought always to satisfy the mem­ 
bers of the Peace Society. 
Including 
our militia and volunteers, as well as 
tho Indian army, we can just muster 
781,677 troops. 
And these have to 
serve for the defense of territory dis­ 
tributed over a very much wider area 
than that ruled by any of the other 
powers. 


T he building along the Canadian 
railroad in the northern part of Frank­ 
lin County, Maine, has driven the la rge 
game into the Dead River and Ra ngely 
Lako region. 
It was in tho former re­ 
gion that ono of two hunters brought 
down the largest moose of the season 
and nearly lost his lifo in the struggle. 
Tho hunters, A. B. Douglas and L H. 
J ames, found the king of the forest 
surrounded by sevoral of his own kind 
that only emphasized his greatness by 
the contrast. 
Douglas immediately 
fired, wounding the beast in the breast. 
Then came a terrible moment, when, in 
the confusion, tho marksman’s rifle be­ 
came entangled and he was at the 
mercy of the rushing auimal 
But, 
Douglas says, quicker than it takes to 
tell it, he raised his loosened weapon 
and fired; the moose fled, but was soon 
brought to bay and captured. 
His 
companion shot one of the others, 
which was much smaller. 
The big one 
was 7 feet high from tho hoof to tho top 
of tho shoulders. 
His antlers spread 
4 feet apart and each autler had eleven 
prongs, showing him to be 14 yoars of 
age. 
From tho point of tho nose to 
the end of the hind hoof ho was 13 feet 
and 6 inches long and tho hair of his 
mano was 6 inches long. 


I n tho arctic regions so greatly does 
fish preponderate over all other kind of 
food that the people havo often been 
group >d together under tho name of 
ichthyopagi, or fish-eaters; and there 
havo boen naturalists who havo fol­ 
lowed this idea so far that they have 
been able to discover a fishy typo of 
physiognomy among them. 
Somo of 
tbeso peoplo iu tho courso of their lives 
probably never tasted any other kind 
of food; and as its peculiar richness in 
fat especially adapts it to their require­ 
ments of an easily digestible heat-givei 
it is well that nature has been so lavish 
in peopling tho waters. 
So numerous 
are the individual members of the finny 
tribe that they may bo said to exist in 
their myriads, thus forming a striking 
contrast to land animals, which are 
comparatively scarce. 
This abundance 
of fish arises from the evenness of tem­ 
perature of water as compared with 
land. 
Seaweeds grow luxuriantly iu 
latitudes where land plants of any im­ 
portance would be an impossibility, and 
thus the primary requirements of a 
large population of animals are sup­ 
plied. 
If it were not for this supply of 
seaweed it is not too much to say that 
tho arctic regions would bo almost uu- 
iuhabited; but, thanks to the conse­ 
quent abundance of fish, the Esqui­ 
maux and the Samoides extend them­ 
selves to within ten degrees of the pole.

Indorses with Enthusiasm. 
(Sp ecial co rresp o n den ce.] 
fcAN J ose, Cat., J an. 31st, 1888. 
When the American Hoructnturai bociuty, 
in seastou at Cleveland, Omo, l*ot year, votea 
to noiU their eighth anuu&i ao*e on at Bun J ose, 
Cahforma, they “ buiideti better tbau they 
knew.” 'ihat is the universal testimony of the 
delegates here who, by coming, bave escaped 
the terrible blizzard* raging east of theliocky 
MouutatOs, and at the same time have come 
to the spot where Horticulture is oa its native 
heath, and challenges comparison with the 
world, without fear of the result 
ban J ose, where the Association has just 
held its neasion, is tho county seat of Santa 
Clara County, and the center of all the bauta 
CJ ara Valley. 
Its Mexican history dates back 
over one hundred years, but Mexican history 
was a haif-civihzed, non-progressive era, 
which does not count for much, and no Cali­ 
fornia town has a history worth recording 
earlier than *49. 
It is notable that the spot 
where San J ose is located attracted attention 
at au eariy date, botli from tbe Mexicans and 
Americana 
The Mexicans were attracted 
there in 1777, and the J esuits located a mis­ 
sion at Sauta Clara, three miles distant, the 
same year. 
When, in 1849 , the gold discoveries attracted 
Americans m large numbers to California, 
**an J ose was instantly recognized as an ad­ 
vantageous point 
Consequently, the first 
constitutional convention, which convened at 
I Monterey, the temporary capital, selected 
| San J ose as the capital or tho State, and the 
! first California Legislature met in this city. 
! In those early days the capital was a great 
bone of contention, and ban J ose finally 
lost 
it; . but the fact remains that the 
selection was the 
unbiased judgment of 
the early pioneers, while the removai was due 
to political and real-estate influences. 
The visiting 
horticulturists heartily in­ 
dorse tho judgment of the early pioneers. 
Wo find here a beautiful and home-iike city 
of 20,000 people, the fifth in size in the StatOi 
Wide streets, paved and macadamized; olec- 
tric-light towers, street railroads, and an 
electric street railroad nearing completion; 
churches and schools in abundance; charm­ 
ing drives, and in the city and county com­ 
bined many more notable points than is ordi­ 
narily vouchsafed one locality. 
NOTABLE POINTS. 
The State Normal School, located in a beau­ 
tiful tract of land, thirty acres in extent, do­ 
nated by the city, averages 545-pupils. 
This 
institution was visited by the Horticultural 
Association in a body, as were many other 
points of interest 
Here, too, is the Convent 
of Notre Dame, with two or three hundred 
pupils. 
Within two miles is the University of 
the Pacific, an extensive Methodist institution, 
with 300 pupils. 
At Santa Clara, three miles 
distant, is the famous school of the J esuit 
Fathers, with 400 pupils. 
These, with five 
public schools, would seem to supply botb 
ban J ose and ban ta Clara County; but those 
*do not comprise alL 
Within the oonnty and 
twelve miles 
distant from 
Ban J ose is 
Palo 
Alto, 
where 
Senator Stanford 
is 
building the Lelaud Stanford-J unior Uni­ 
versity, as a monument to his deceased son— 
an only child, who died while traveling in Eu- 
ropa Senator Stanford has endowed the insti- 
tion to the extent of # 9 0,000,000, making it 
financially the strongest institution in the 
country. 
With such an endowment there is 
no doubt it will also be the strongest intel­ 
lectually when completed, as so magnificently 
planned. 
In addition to the university Sena­ 
tor Stanford has here his country seat and 
world-famous stables, where the finest run­ 
ning and trotting stock in this country is pro­ 
duced. 
Fifteen hundred acres, over 50J 
horses, and buildings and employas in pro­ 
portion, give a fa nt idea of the extent of 
thesa stables. A night school for tho boys and 
rational amusement for all are provided on 
tbe grounds. 
THE LICK TELESCOPE. 
Many of 
tbe Horticulturists enjoyed a 
delightful drive—albeit there was a thin coat 
of mud on the road—to Mt Hamilton, twenty- 
four miles distant 
This is the site of the 
Lick telescope and observatory. 
Ban J ose 
aud vicinity seem to have been especially 
favored by public enterprises. 
J ames Lick, 
a Pennsylvania bachelor, was attracted to 
California by tho gold fever of ’49 , and, as 
the saying goes, lie “ struck it rich." His 
raining work and investments were especially 
fortunate. 
He lived, personally, in a very 
parsimonious manner, and his increasing 
fortune was never diminishe 1 by any luxury 
for 
himself. 
In 
spite 
of such a life, 
he 
provided 
in his 
will to 
turn 
his 
great 
property 
over 
to 
trustees 
for 
public institutions; aud the greatest of all 
was # 700,000, which was to bo devoted to this 
observatory. The lenses for the telescope were 
only put in place a few weeks ago, though it 
is twelve years since Lick’s death, and eight 
yoars since the work of building the observa 
tory was vigorously begun. 
Ban J osé is but 
ninety feet, wh le the olisorvatory is over 
4,000 feet above the sea level. 
It is literally 
a monument to tho founder, for his remains 
lie under the . marble pier, which, thanks to 
his liberality, supports the most powerful 
telescope in the world. The visit to Mt Ham­ 
ilton was oue which every one enjoyed 
Tins 
trip will be a pilgrimage for visitors to Ban 
J ose for all time, and fitly so, for the great 
telescope is one of the wonders of the world. 
In facr, it is bringing scientific men to see it 
from distant foreign countries, as well as from 
all portions of our own.

It was su ch 
a mark ed co n ­ 
trast to h av erin g o v er h u ge fires o r wadin g in 
sn o w en cased in bu ffalo o v erco ats, th at th e 
delegates seemed to wan t to mak e to o mo st o f 
th eir time by eu jo y mg th e o p en air o r v isitin g 
th e h o rticu ltu ral lair, wh ich wa* iu p ro grès*.

shoulders nearly to the ground, tor my moth 
er*e great Bible pictured It that way—then Mo­ 
ses and Aaron and Caleb and the few wise men 
of Israel wanted to go up and poetess tbe land, 
notwithstanding tne eons of Anak dwelt there, 
and the otutr tribes of line great stature. But 
the mass of the people of Israel were ignorsnt, 
and old not appreciate this horticultural exhi­ 
bition and the promise of the better lLe that 
was poss.bl« in afruit-growingconutry,buttuey 
gram bled and r> belied, and they ail suffered the 
righteous penalty for their neglect of such a 
nob.e opportunity. But I well remember the 
longing w ith which I considered t .at enormous 
bunch of grapes and the impulse I bad to go 
and find a country where they grow grapes in 
big clusters. 
THE LAND OF CANAAN. 
And so a few of ue horticultural dreamer* 
have come over the great fertile plains and 
across the thirsty deserts, and have climbed 
the gigantic walls which fortify yowagainst in­ 
vasion, to test lor ourselves tbe climate anddhe 
fruits of this earthly paradise. We think we 
like the land and the fruits thereof, and shall 
make a gbod report of them to all the chosen 
people oi Israel. 
My friends of the land of Canaan, we are 
glad that we came. 
W e are glad to be with 
you and to see the welcome which shines in ail 
your faces. W* come as fruit growers, and 
gardeners, and forest planters, and builders of 
homes, to greet our orechren in a land wuose 
conditions of culture we have long envied. W* 
have come to study thtse new conditions for 
ourselves; to gain new ideas which we may 
apply where our surroundings a.e less favora­ 
ble ; to compare views as to many questions re­ 
garding which we have a common interest, and 
to drink with you at the fouutains of tntuuui- 
asm which have inspired you to so many bril­ 
liant enterprises ail along this golden coast 
The Fre-sidem ai» o urged Umgrueoioiial 
legislation to prevent wanton destruction of 
forests, and tue discussion which ensued 
showed a strong sentiment iu favor of such a 
course, and resolutions requesting legislation 
were adopted. 
A paper from J . M. bmith, of 
Wisconsin, favored fertilizing the soil, out 
the discussion which followed showed there 
was no such necessity in California. 
Mr. Wilcox said the soil of a great part of 
Santa Clara County was inexhaustible. 
In 
boring artesian welis it bad been tound that a 
good garden soil extended to a depth of over 
five hundred feet 
Five crops of alfalfa 
could be produced in one year without mate­ 
rially diminishing the production. 
As much 
as eighty-five bushe.s of wheat had been 
raised to the acre, but small fruits, etc., were 
found to be more valuable, and people quit 
raising wheat 
He had raised, he said, 1,09 0 
pounds of onion seed from two acres. 
At various stages of the proceed.ngs there 
were similar developments, showing that the 
labor and care required for the production of 
fruit iu the East was very much more than in 
California, and the Californians, being on 
their native heath, clinched their arguments 
by citations and illustrations of practical ex­ 
perience. 
AT HORTICULTURAL HALL. 
The people of Ban J ose have erected a per­ 
manent building, 80 feet wide by 106 leet 
long, in which to make the Citrus and Horti­ 
cultural exhibit*. 
The proceedings of the 
National Association were made especially in­ 
teresting by having a Citrus Fair in progress 
at Horticultural Hall 
at the same time. 
Though held at the most unfavorable time 
of the year the Eastern visitors were greatly 
astonished at what they saw. 
Banta Clara 
County does not make great pretensions to 
being a citrus region, because the people 
fraukly say they can make more money out 
of 
less 
perishable 
fruit, 
but 
the 
exhibit 
here 
this 
weok 
shows 
that 
it 
is 
a 
citrus 
region 
without 
a s­ 
suming to bo. 
There are several cauning 
factories here, and so while curua fruits grow 
in the county in con*iderabie quantities, the 
staples are prunes, apricots, pears, p each es, 
cherries, figs, olives, eta The exhibit of these 
fruits, canned or dried, or both, was some­ 
thing astonishing. 
Of the smaller fiuit-« , 
strawberries, raspberries, eta , the production 
is large, and especially or strawberries. Niiie- 
tenths of all the strawberries in the Btate are 
grown in this county, two crop* a year being 
seoured, the market time rauging from May 
to J anuary. 
Th ere was also an ex h ibit o f almo n ds, En g­ 
lish waln u ts, p ecan -« , au d o th er v arieties o f 
n u ts, all p ro du ced in p ro fu sio n in Ban ta Clara 
Valley . A p y ramid o f v egetables risin g twen ty -

HE MET A FEROCIOUS ROBBER.

Among 
the 
revolutionary 
stories 
which are traditions in the old Polk 
family of North Carolina is one which 
will be new to our readers and which 
proves that the boy of 
976 did not 
differ very widely from the boy of to­ 
day. 
The chief of tbe family in that day was 
Col. J ohn Polk, who from the first out­ 
break took an ac tive part in the Revo­ 
lution. 
He formed a small company 
nmong the neighboring planters, a n i 
with them attacked and routed the large 
body of Tory troops under Sir W illiam 
Campbell, the last British Governor of 
North Carolina. 
He served afterward 
in every campaign until the surrender 
of Cornwallis, when ho returned to his 
family with the rank of General. 
, 
He had four mischievous sons, 
the 
eldest of whom was about 16. 
He 
fell into the habit of incessantly telling 
them about thè dangers ho had seen, 
prompted to do so by a little pardon­ 
able vanity and also, no doubt, by the 
desire to stimulate the courage of the 
boys. 
As time wore on, the boys were 
bored by the many-times-told tales, and 
one day Charles, the eldest remarked : 
“ I suppose a man’s courage depends on 
his arms. ” 
“ Not at a ll,” replied the General. 
“ I 
would m eet' a foe as coolly without 
sword or gun as with them, 
and so 
would any brave man.” 
Charles made no answer.

THE FIRST NIHILIST. 


T h e D e a t h o f T s c h o g lo k o f f a n d t h e R e ­ 
f o r m s A t t e m p t e d b y t h e E m p r e s s .

The well-known 
German 
writer, 
Saeher-Masocli, g iv es in a recent num­ 
ber of the Mevu e Po litiq u e et L itter 
- 
a ire an interesting account of Tscho- 
g lokoff, the first nihilist 
He was 
a 
member 
of 
a 
secret 
society 
which 
succeeded 
the 
famous 
so­ 
ciety of the “ Besimenje” or “ Anon- 
ym es,” which was formed in the reig n 
of Peter III. of Russia. 
This emperor 
was an ardent admirer of Frederick the 
Great of Prussia and was hated by many 
of his subjects, not only on account of 
his incompetency as a ruler, but chiefly 
because of his efforts to introduce, es­ 
pecially into the army, German ollicers 
and customs. 
Althoug h entrance into 
the society could only be obtained by 
enduring the sev erest proofs and by 
taking a terrible oath, it speedily be­ 
came v ery larg e, numbering among its 
members 
persons from ev ery rank. 
Finally the wife of the ill-fated Peter 
himself was won, throug h the influence 
of the beautiful Princess Daschkoff, and 
the conspirators felt themselv es strong 
enoug h to attempt a rev olution. 
In 1702 the Emperor was seized and 
strang led, and his faithless wife was 
seated upon the throne as the Empress 
Catharine II. 
Althoug h this remarkable woman, a 
born ruler, attempted honestly to carry 
out the wishes of the society of the 
“ Anonymes,” which had g iv en her the 
crown, and some of whose members she 
appointed to hig h positions, she did 
not satisfy the awakened hopes of v ery 
many among the more enlig htened of 
her subjects. 
They wanted far more than she was 
ready to g rant, the abolition of serf­ 
dom, the community of g oods, commu­ 
nal self-g ov ernment, and the free toler­ 
ation of all relig ions—in a word a 
Slav republic. 
To accomplish these 
ends a new secret society was formed, 
chiefly of learned men, doctors, g ov ern­ 
ment otlicials, and army ollicers. 
A young lieutenant of the imperial 
g nard, Tschog lokott', was one of its 
most prominent members. 
Animated 
with a ferv ent, patriotic spirit, ener­ 
g etic and courag eous, with a fine per­ 
sonal appearance and endowed with a 
hig h deg ree of natural eloquence, he 
was eminently fitted to be a popular 
ag itator. 
He wrote a memoir on the situation in 
Russia, as v iewed from his standpoint, 
and manag ed to hav e a copy put under 
a cushion on a sofa in the saloon of the 
Empress. 
When this seemed to hav e 
no effect, he resolv ed to kill Catharine, 
whose tyranny lie detested. 
It should 
be said, howev er, that it is by no means 
impossible that he was acting in obedi­ 
ence to a command issued by his so­ 
ciety. 
One nig ht, when it was his duty to 
watch in the aute-chamber of the Kin­ 
ross’ sleeping -aparfcments, he entered 
er bedroom. 
It was Catharine’s fre­ 
quent habit to read in bed, aud fortu­ 
nately for herself she was doing so at 
that time and her 
room was fully 
lig hted. 
Beeing the yo ung man enter and 
draw his swo rd, she instantly divined 
his purpo se, sprang to her feet, warded 
o ff the blo w which he aimed at her, 
seized, aud held him until assistance 
came, 
When put to the to rture Tscho glo ko fl 
sho wed an indo mitable fo rtitude and 
refused to reveal the names o f any o f 
his acco mplices. 
On his way to the 
place o f executio n he called upo n the 
peo ple to revo lt, and mo unted the scaf­ 
fo ld with a firm step and unclo uded 
face. 
Fro m the time o f this attempt o f the 
first nihilist Catharine j1. was the prey 
o f co nstant fears. 
W sulv, ho wever, 
she endeavo red serio usly to acco mplish 
so me o f the refo rms which Tseho glo - 
koff in his memo ir had advo cated, al­ 
tho ugh her effo rts were utterly unsuc­ 
cessful, thro ugh the passive resistance 
of the no biiitv and htuh o u* als. 
hhe took measures to free the 
She summoned a kind of Pa^u aient. 
chosen from the people, to in*<et at 
Moscow, “ that ancient city wi ll a thous­ 


and aud ene domes,** to propose and 
discuss needed reforms. 
Althoug h alt 
her schemes failed, yet Catharine did 
what no man who ev or sat on the Rtfs* 
sian throne, before or since, has ev er 
dared to do. 
Apparently, the blood of 
Tschog lokoff, the first nihilist, was not 
shed in v ain. 


Drainag e and Cl ¡mat? . 
The snccesB of farming depends much 
on the season, and whatev er extent we can 
modify this we hav e made an important 
step toward success. We are just now feel­ 
ing the effect of a short crop from drouth, 
but perhaps tbo crops in this reg ion hav e 
more frequently been cut short by excess­ 
iv e rain than by drouth. 
At least, this was 
the case in the early history of farming in 
this country. In 1814 the excessiv e rains 
of J une nearly destroyed both the wheat 
and corn crops, and in 1858 the rain beg an 
in May and continued till after harv est. 
Much of the p round that was prepared for 
corn was nev er planted, and much that was 
planted was nev er cultiv ated. The same 
was repeated in 1800, the rainy season be­ 
g inning in J uno and continuing till Aug ust. 
Such a year as either of these, thoug h it 
mig ht impair the yield of g rain with onr 
present drainag e, could not do the serious 
injury that the country suffered then; and 
with our system completed we would he 
almost secure ag ainst rainy seasons. 
The 
effect of tile drainag e in times of drouth 
has been warmly discussed on both sides 
for sev eral years, without any v ery satis­ 
factory results. 
The theoretical solution 
appears plain, but the reports from the 
fields are frequently at v ariance, not only 
with the theory, but often with one another 
A careful examination and com 
these conflicting statements wi 
harmonize them.

In ch ronic gastric catarrh it is 
extremely beneficial to drink warm or h ot 
water before meals, and salt is said in 
most cases to add to th e good effect 
produced.—British Medical Journal.
